Cast Notes 


Josh Brummitt (Mr. Foster) Originally from Abingdon, VA, Josh has been 
a Sumter resident since 1987. Though he worked backstage on the SLT 
production 'Of Mice and Men’, this is his first appearance onstage since 
elementary school. He is an amateur photographer, a volunteer with SC 
Special Olympics and is Employed by the Sumter Commission on Alcohol 
and Drug Abuse. 

Traci Quinn (Betsy) Though she hasn’t been on stage in a long time, 
Traci directed last season’s hit,'Moon Over Buffalo.’ Traci says she loves 
working on stage with such a great group of women, something she hasn’t 
had the chance to do since the all-female “Steel Magnolias” more than a 
decade ago. She has also appeared in “Crimes of the Heart,” “Guys and 
Dolls,” and “The Nerd.” Traci is a freelance designer and is the owner and 
creator of “Imagine That!” — a literary magazine for kids and their parents.
